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After the debacle in New Zealand, coach Rudi Gut- 
endorf has a lot to answer for. Was that the culmination of 
two and a half years’ work and experimentation with more 
than 60 players? If so, Australian soccer is going back- 


wards. 


What we saw was 11 units but no 
team. 

It was ridiculous for Gutendorf to 
claim a moral victory in having gained a 
draw. 

The fact is that in a World Cup away 
game, you have a point before you step 
onto the park. If you score one goal, you 
should be close to winning. If the score 
three, you certainly should be winning. 

Unless we get organised as a team, 
and unless we organise our defence, I 
reckon we can say good-bye to Spain. 

Gutendorf should spend a lot more 
time discussing tactics with his players, 
and getting them to take an active part 
in those discussions, putting forward 
their own ideas and preferences of play- 
ing styles. 

This would be far preferable to run- 
ning around on the beach! 

Steve Blair is potentially one of the 
best stoppers Australia has produced but 
to have been thrown in at the deep end 
this way, without adequate support on 
the field, was grossly unfair to him. 

Every player has a bad day, and on 
this day, the fates directed their wrath 
at Murray Barnes, who simply couldn’t 
do a thing right.

Let clubs decide 


‘Free market’ forces should 
be allowed to operate. 

As clubs founded by Austral- 
jans and bearing Australian 
names reach the top they will 
stand beside those clubs with 
ethnic names 

We are a nation of immi- 
Brants and just as Eddie 
Krncevic wouldn't be asked to 
change his name to Edward 
Smith, Hellas shouldn't be 
asked to change its name to 
South Melbourne Gunners. 

Ethnic names don’t really 
do much harm to the game. 

The clubs with ethnic names 
attract a lot of supporters (in- 
Cluding Australians) and they 
certainly don't prevent Aus- 
tralian-born youngsters or 
overseas imports from playing 
for them 

They are not ethnically ex- 
clusive. 

The best youngsters will 
still wish to play for the best 
clubs, regardless of the club's 
name or ethnic foundations. 

Although there may be occa- 
sional violence between the 
Supporters of different ethnic 
clubs, a lack of ethnic names 
in England, for example, 
doesn't stop the Manchester 
United fans from beating the 
hell out of other English sup- 
porters. 

As time goes on and as the 
flow of immigration ebbs, as 
the children of immigrants 


inter-marry with Australians

and other immigrant groups 
and as their children become 
Australianised, the clubs with 
ethnic names will become 
more Australianised them- 
selves and they will become 
part of the Australian soccer 
tradition. 

Their ethnic origins will 
assume less significance and 
Australians will think nothing 
of supporting a team with a 
name such as Hellas or Ha- 
koah, aS against Newcastle 
United or South Hobart 

The ethnic names will have 
become traditional and of 
little ethnic importance. They 
will strengthen the game's 
tradition, which is good. 

A brief look at some over- 
seas countries illustrates the 
importance of tradition and 
shows that ethnic names don't 
necessarily have harmful! ef- 
fects 

In Spain we find Athletic de 
Bilboa, a club formed in the 
late-1890s by British immi- 
grants. During the Franco era, 
when foreign names were ban- 
ned, the club was forced to 
adopt the Spanish version, Ale- 
tico Bilbao. Since the demise 
of Franco, the club has read- 
“opted the name Athletic, and 
yet it is as Spanish as any 
other Spanish club. 

In Argentina, current world 
champions, there are ethnic 
names such as Newell's Old

In Chile there are O’Hig- 
gins, Everton, Palestino, 
Audax, Italiano, Wanderers 
and Green Cross. 

In Peru there is Sport Boys 
and in Brazil there is Portu- 
guesa, 

These clubs are on a par 
with every other club in their 
respective countries. They are 
just as Argentinian, Chilean, 
Peruvian or Brazilian, res- 
pectively, despite their ethnic 
names and origins, as the 
clubs in those countries that 
have Jocal names. 

The ethnic club names 
quoted have gained accept- 
ance over the years and they 
now reflect the traditions of 
the game in those countries. A 
club such as Newell’s Old 
Boys, although founded by 
Englishmen, probably now has 
no English speaking suppor- 
ters at all! 

And so, back to Australia. 

The significance of ethnic 
names will dwindle over the 
years. It is unnecessary to 
remove them. 

The tradition of having them 
only can serve to establish the 
game on a firm foundation. 

By the year 2000 Marconi 
may not have many Italian 
speaking supporters, but the 
cee will have a mighty tradi- 
tion!

That was the start of an 
eight-year stint with “The Tof- 
fees” which ended in 1973. 

During that time Whittle 
played under only one man- 
ager — Harry Catterick. Arch 
rival Liverpool was managed 
by Bill Shankly. 

“Shankly was regarded as 

the tracksuit man whereas 
Catterick was the collar and 
tie man. But Catterick had a 
good track record with a 
couple of F.A. cups and league 
championships under his 
belt,”’ said Whittle. 
“At that time Everton was 
the school of science. It was 
better technically than Liver- 
pool which was a harder, more 
physical side. 

“Of course that’s all 

probably is the best club side 
in the world. 
‘*Like every great champion 
Liverpool has to put up with 
people waiting for it to fall but 
it just keeps going. 

“Il used to say back in Eng- 
land that Liverpool had 
become boring. You knew that

The highlight of Whittle’s 
career at Everton was winning 
the English First Division 
championship in the 1969-70 
season.

It 
came to symbolise a manager 
being sacked. 

“Johnny Carey was the first 
manager to go for a ride in the 
black taxi. 

“He got into that car and I 
don’t think he ever was seen 
again,” Whittle quipped. 

Bert Head at Crystal Palace 
made enquiries about Whittle 
which culminated in his move 
to the struggling London club 
in December 1973 for $200,000. 

It was worlds apart from the 
professionalism at Everton. 

“Palace was a mickey 
mouse club at times. It really 
opened my eyes. 

“The facilities weren't a 
patch on what we had at Ever- 
ton and things were run differ- 
ently. 

‘Even the balls were bad. In 
fact some of the players got to- 
gether to try to get better balls 
supplied by the club. 

“Palace was more of a 
family club. It was homely and 
wasn’t run on a businesslike, 
professional basis then.” 

Whittle moved to Leyton 
Orient for a year in 1977. 

He couldn't come to terms 
with Orient over a new con- 
tract and a phone call from a 
solicitor acting on behalf of a 
Middle East contact found 
Whittle flying to Iran to play 
with Persepolis. 

“When I first arrived and 
was Staying in an hotel I found 
it difficult to come to terms 
with Iranians suddenly drop- 
ping down into a kneeling posi- 
tion and praying to Mecca. 
This could happen anywhere, 
anytime, as long as they 
prayed twice daily. 

‘I had been used to that sort 
of thing being private. 

“When the guns appeared 
and the trouble started I got 
out as quickly as I could.’’ 

Out meant returning to Eng- 
land where he still was a regis- 


tered Orient player. . 
He played with Orient for a 


year and a half, then played 
about a dozen games with 
Fouth Division club Bourne- 
mouth before being contacted 
and eventually signed to come 
here to play with Preston 
Makedonia. 

Name players like Whittle 
could became a regular part of 
the Australian scene. 

Many top clubs in England 
are suffering from _ serious 
financial troubles.

Many huge transfers are on a 
hire purchase basis, with a de- 
positasa down payment and 
the remainder paid off in in- 
stalments. 

“I couldn’t believe that 
clubs could say that they 
couldn't afford to pay players’ 
wages and at the same time 
they would sign guys for huge 
amounts. That’s when I found 
out about the hire purchase ar- 
rangement. It even got to the 
stage where players would go 
to other clubs while the club 
they left still owed money for 
them.” 

But that’s the least of Whitt- 
le’s worries. He’s signed a 
two-year contract with Pre- 
ston Makedonia and his first 
consideration is to play well 
for his new club. 

“I’ve come here with a bit of 
a reputation and I don’t want 
to blemish it. 


“J've been here for only a 
few days and I’m still finding 
my feet.

it seems to be the current 
trend in soccer to ‘knock’ and 
to criticise. Perhaps it is time 
for administrators, coaches, 
players and fans to try an 
amount of self appraisal and 
perhaps confine the criticism 
to a constructive nature rather 
than destructive. 

The first thing we must all 
remember (including myself) 
is that we are not back in Eng- 
land, Italy, Greece etc., but in 
Australia, which has a unique 
soccer environment. 

We cannot, and should not, 
try to create miniature ver- 
sions of our respective 
national favourite clubs. : 

Obvioiusly we must extract 
the good points from the Liver- 
poois of this world and try to 
implement them in Australia. 

But, remember, these clubs 
have faults as well, We've an 
opportunity to reject the bad 
points as we've started later 
than these old clubs. 

Finance, of course, is the ul- 
timate problem in Australian 
soccer. 

They cry of ‘we need more 
money’ is so often heard. 

But these financial prob- 
lems are often of our own 
creation. 

Surely we must balance our 
financial output between 
wages and the re-investment 
in facilities. 

Players deserve to be paid 
and, to put it bluntly, if a 
player asks for a certain 
amount for a game and the 
club pays it, then best of luck 
to the player. 

But, let’s be honest. A team 
can be bought in six months 
but lights, club house and 
training facilities cannot.

AND FACILITIES

The clubs of the future in 
Australia are the ones that 
have sacrificed short-term 
success to develop their facil- 
ities and, in time, these facil- 
ities will pay for themselves 
and the on-pitch success will 
come 


The next important factor is 
the youth policy of the club. 
What is success in a youth pol- 
icy.? 

Is it to win a cup, which is 
quickly forgotten, or to get 
five or six youth players to 
graduate to the first team? 


It must be the latter. This is 
where the role of the imported 
player is vital. Top players are 
needed in the game to act as 
models for the kids. The kids 
learn a great deal from them, 
both in skills and attitude to 
the game. 

Let the import help the kids, 
talk to them, coach them, etc 
The kids will emulate the atti- 
tudes which the Rooneys, 
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Bannons and Hermistons 
promote. 

Unfortunately, a few ‘bad’ 
imports have given the word 
‘}mport’ a poor image 

Any imports reading this 
should, perhaps, take a look at 
themselves. Are you giving the 
kids in your club the correct 
image? 

On a small scale I think we 
must take a leaf out of Kevin 
Keegan’s book. 

What is the best way to 
structure a club coaching 
scheme? Why not employ a 
well qualified player/coach on 
a full-time basis? A typical 
timetable of work could be as 
follows, though as any full 
time coach will know, this is 
flexible. The benefits of such a 
programme would be long- 
lasting, not short-term

the answers, but let's try to 
look at ourselves and pull to- 
gether for the development of 
the game which we all love

The young Scot played an 
important role in Preston’s 
Second Division championship 
success of 1950-51 and subse- 
quest consolidation of its 
Status among the elite of Eng- 
lish soccer. 

Despite playing alongside 
one of the legendary greats of 
English soccer, Tom Finney, 
Docherty found major honours 
frustratingly elusive at Pre- 
ston. 

Tied at the top of the First 
Division with Arsenal at the 


+ end of the 1952-53 campaign, 


| the Lancashire club was thwar- ing 


ted under the old goal-average 
system from claiming the 
title. 

A year later Preston was 
narrowly defeated by West 
Bromwich Albion in the F. A. 
Cup final 


an unhappy 1954 World Cup 
campaign during which the 
Caledonians were thrashed 7-0 
by Uruguay, their most com- 
prehensive reverse yet. 

After hanging up his boots 
late in the 1961-62 term, Doch- 
erty stepped straight into man- 
agement, taking over a 
Chelsea team already destined 
for relegation from the First 
Division. 

Popularly nick-named “The 
Pensioners’’, Chelsea was a2 
long-standing local joke, being 
perpetually in the shadow of 
London’s traditional football 
giants Arsenal and Tottenham 
Hotspur. 

Under the new boss however 
the Stamford Bridge Club en- 
joyed a remarkable trans- 
formation. Taking the Second 
Division by storm, it had built 
lup a huge lead until the worst 
winter of the century necessi- 
tated an unscheduled break. 

Upon re-commencement 
two months Jater, Chelsea suf- 
fered a dramatic decline and 
was overhauled by Stoke City. 


_ Only a sensational 7-0 win over 


Portsmouth in the last game of 
the season salvaged the sec- 


+ ond, and last, promotion spot. 
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For much of the 1963-64 
season it appeared that the 
Docherty-inspired Chelsea 
would capture the First Divi- 
sion title for only the second 
time in its history. 

All hopes collapsed though 
after three star players were 
suspended by their boss after 
being caught in a match-eve 
drinking bout. 

Like all managers at 
Chelsea, the Scot had dis- 
covered the difficulties of 
maintaining discipline at a 
club set amidst Mayfair and 
the King’s Road where young 
footballers have to have an 
abundance of temptations 

He was never really abie to 
come to grips with the prob- 
lem. The West Londoners 
always appeared on the thre- 
shold of greatness, only to lack 
consisiency. 

A 2-1 defeat by Tottenham in 
the 1967 F. A. Cup final proved 
to be the nearest Docherty’s 
Chelsea got to a major honor. 
It was also his swan song with 
the club for within a few 
months the two agreed to go 
their separate ways. 

There is a vast difference 
between fashionable London 
S.W.6 and dark, satanic Mill- 
moor, home of Rotherham 
United set amidst bleakest in- 
dustrial South Yorkshire, but 
this was to be Dockerty’s next 
port of call,

Results did improve im- 
mediately, but not sufficiently 
to save the “‘Millers” from the 
big drop and within five 
months their manager had re- 
turned to London, this time in 
order to take the helm at 
Queen’s Park Rangers, suffer- 
a disastrous debut season 
in the First Division. 

Dockerty’s initial stint with 
Rangers lasted just 28 days 
before a row between him and 
chairman Jim Gregory led toa 
parting of ways. Consequently 
he could only take a small por- 
tion of the blame for Rangers’ 
abysmal performance in 
which they accumulated a 
mere 18 points from 42 games, 
equalling the lowest in league 
annals, 

The state of unemployment 
was temporary and the famous 
Birmingham club Aston Villa, 
enduring the worst period in 
its illustrious history, looked 
confidently to him to lead it 
from the unaccustomed wil- 
derness of Second Division- 
football. 

This he promptly did, but in- 
stead of finding itself regai- 
ning its rightful First Division 
status, Villa plummetted into 


the Third. 

Although few managers 
could have worked harder to 
divert the fortune of a com- 
placent and stagnating club, 
dismissal was inevitable. 

With his career now at its 
lowest ebb, job offers were 
few and far between. Con- 
sequently a contract with Por- 
tuguese club Oporto was grate- 
fully accepted. 

Despite being unable to 
break the stranglehold im- 
posed by Lisbon giants Benfica 
and Sporting, Docherty regai- 
ned the respect of the soccer 
world for a thorough and work- 
manlike job at Oporto. 

A lucrative future on the 
Continent looked likely until 
midway through the 1971-72 
season when he was surpris- 
ingly recalled to the ranks of 
British soccer in the capacity 
of Scottish national team man- 


er. 

“RHocherty set about his task 
of restoring pride to Scottish 
soccer with energy and enthu- 


siasm. 

Results duly improved, des- 
pite a welter of criticism from 
both Press and establishment. 
Docherty was accused of 
choosing to many Anglo-Scots 
(Scottish players with English- 
clubs) and too few from Glas- 
gow Rangers. 

Catholic Docherty found it 
difficult to hid his dislike for 
Rangers, long the symbo! of 
Protestant bigotry. 

During the course of one 
Press conference he con- 
gratulated Rangers on the 
standard of their pitch, before 
quickly adding that it was no 
doubt due to the manure put on 
every match day. Docherty 
however did not use the word 


manure. 

There were mixed feelings 
within the Scottish F-.A. 
therefore, when it’s team 
manager accepted the most 
prized job in British football — 


the managership of 
Manchester United. 
The Manchester United 


Docherty took over three days 
before Christmas 1972 was a 
club in turmoil]. Since the 
retirement of the legendary 
Sir Matt Busby three years 
earlier, it had suffered a series 
of disasters and now the 
unthinkable — relegation — 
looked a distinct possibility. 
United’s ageing line-up was 
savagedly discarded and 
replaced by expensive 
signings, many of them from 
Docherty’s Scottish side.

| coach Tommy Docherty started as a hard-tack- 
ling, tenacious midfielder,making his playing debut for Glasgow Celtic in 
1949, but failing to complete a single season with Celtic before moving 


Slowly they clawed their 
way clear of the relegation 
zone but demotion was merely 
delayed and the following 
season the famous “*Red De- 
vils” plunged into the Second 
Division. 

Although supporters bayed 
for blood, United’s directors, 
showing uncharacteristic 
patience, persevered with 
their appointee, a decision for 
which they were quickly re- 
warded. 

The Manchester club 
bounced out of the Second 
Division at the first attempt 
with a well-balanced team 
playing flowing, entertaining 
soccer. On an off-season tour it 
beat Australia 4-0 in Sydney. 

Back to the premier grade, 
United not only gained a posi- 
tion in the top three, but also 
reached the F. A. Cup final. 

A shock 1-0 loss to Second 
Division Southampton was a 
stunning blow to all within the 
club, particularly Docherty for 
whom this was his seventh ap- 
pearance at Wembley in the 
role of player or manager, 
without yet being on the win- 
ning side. 

His turn finally came the 
following year as United 
gained a merited 2-1 win over 
Liverpool in the 1877 F. A. Cup 
final, thereby depriving the 
Merseysiders of a League-Cup 
double. 

The likeable Scot could 
perhaps be forgiven for belie- 
ving he was at the pinnacle of 
soccer management, with the 
likelihood of a long and honor- 
strewn career in the service of 
one of the world’s great clubs. 
But fate was to decree other- 
wise. 

After a much-publicised af- 
fair, during which he aban- 
doned his wife for the spouse 
of club physiotherapist Laurie 
Brown, Docherty was dis- 
missed for what United 
termed a “breach of con- 
tract’, this a mere three 
months after the Wembley 
triumph. 

The club’s action was no 
doubt prompted by the manner 
in which the club’s good name 
had been besmirched by 
George Best a few years earl- 
ier. United simply could not 
tolerate further scandal. 

With such a fine track 
record at Old Trafford, ‘‘The 
Doc", as United’s mass fol- 
lowing had dubbed their man- 
ager, was, not surprisingly, 
undated with job offers. He 
chose Derby County. 

Second from the bottom of 
the First Division, just two 
years after being champion 
Derby was anxious for the 
Doc’s medicine to produce a 
miraculous cure 

Relegatiuon ws successfully 
avoided, but the Derby board 
and fans demanded much, 
much more. During his 18 
months at the Baseball 
Ground, Docherty called upon 
no fewer than 45 players in an 
endeavour to stumble across a 
winning combination 

Troubles were not confined 
to the playing paddock. In an 
interview on commercial tele- 
vision, Manchester United 
player Willie Morgan cast al- 
legations at the conduct of his 
former boss. Docherty 
promptly sued for libel. 

During the second day of the 
court case he admitted lying 
under oath in respect of a 
remark made about United 
stalwart Dennis Law and was 
faced not only with costs of 
$60,000 but also the prospect of 
a perjury charge. 

Throughout his troubles 
Docherty retained a sharp wit. 
During one particularly bleak 
period he described Derby as 
being ‘‘on the crest of a 
slump.'' Later he was to 
review his multi-job career by
